CONTRIBUTE FUND 


Members Subscribe $125 at Their 


Meeting Saturday.—Employ a" 


Full-Tlme Secretary. 


Members of the lociii Milk Produc- 
ers' association assembled Saturday 
evening at the city hall to arrange' for 
raising an expended amount in bring- 
ing the T^eat River Creamery company 
to this city to conduct a cheese fac- 
tory. 
After some, 'discussion, it tvas 
decided to raise the funds necessary, 
amounting to three hundred dollars, 
by popular subscription. Papers were 
accordlnglly 
circulated 
among 
the 
members 
present and 
in less than 
ttventy minutos $125 had been raised. 
Every man in the hall donated to the 
cause in amounts varying from one to 
five dollars. 
The donations were made, for the 
most part, in notes falling due the 
fifteenth of next mo^th. Similar pa- 
pers have been left, at the Emil Nits 
chnr Implement company in this city, 
•where those members of the associa- 
tion unable to be present at the Sat- 
urday meeting, but who wish to con- 
tribute to the cause, may call and 
subscrbe whatever sura they wish. 
The association also decided to en- 
gage the services of George Woodruff 
as secretary of the association 101 
one month. Mr. Woodruff will devote 
his entire time to advancing the in- 
terests of the 
mill: 
producers, and 


will spend much time in the rural dis- 


"There is a feeling among some of 
the 
farmers, 
and a. number of the 
large producers in this localitj, that 
he cheese factory is of a temporary 
naturw and not likely to last,, 
said 
Mr Woodruff 
this 
morning. 
"The 


milk association wishes all to under- 
stand that this factory s permanent 
and that It can and will take all. the 
milk that the farmers in this vicinity 
•will give it. At present they are re- 
ceiving only ten thousand pounds of 
milk per day. 
Mr. Bays, the-head of 
the concern, has requested that we 
bond every effort towards securing 
35 000 poundri daily as soon as pos- 
sible, and as much more as the farm- 
ers will send in. 
"The cheose manufactured by this 
concern, Greek 
cheese, has a -wide 
market in 
this 
country and is not 
manufactured by more than two ot 
hree oncerns in the whole country, 
hat wll Hake allllllUthetrcmfwyppy 
.hat w.tll take all their output for an 
ndefinite period. 
"Surely 
conditions like these are 
sufficiently stable to -warrant farmers 
increasing their herds and devoting 


more time to the 'dairy end of-the 
farm. The cheese company has agreed 
to pay the prices fixed by the milk 
association, and that association has 
fixed the prices only after a careful 
study that takes up every item of the 
expense involved in producing milk. 
"I expect to travel through this part 
of the country for the next few weeks, 
during which time I will see farmers, 
explain 
the 
business of the cheese 
factory and do everything possible to 
further the interests of the producers 
association."

Dr. Raymond G. Pierson Points Out 


Essentials of Personal Religion 


In Sunday Morning Sermon.. 


Declaring that much of the force of 
the Christian religion lies in its con- 
tagious nature, Dr. Raymond G. Pier- 
son of the First Baptist church point- 
ed out in his sermon yesterday morn- 
ing what characteristics must be de- 
veloped in its followers to spread- its 
doctrines and win even more converts. 
He pointed out first the zealous., ag- 
gressive nature of the first disciples 
of Jesus Christ under His inspiration. 
Under Him they had the vision of a 
world wide conquest of Christianity, 
and this conquest has never ceased. 
It traveled through the old world and 
into the new and is now being carried 
back to the older barbarous portions. 
Men have always accepted it because 
of the message given them by others. 
Dr. Pierson showed the task ahead 


of every member of the church; not 
perhaps in carrying Christianity into 
distant regions, but- in spreading its 
influence throughout the entire com- 
munity 
•. People right here in Janes- 
vllle are Christians because they have 
caught it from 
someone else, from 
their testimony and .from the evidences 
of its values demonstrated in its fol- 
lowers. 
. 
..... 
. 
Dr. Pierson warned people against 
a too great 'sterilization of their relig- 
ion; against -a. tendency to seal it up 
within them, of making a secret of 
it; and of so shutting up our 'lives and 
the good they are capable of doing 
that all contagion is banished. 
He 
urged that our influence should be so 
great that mere 
association 
would 
Force -our religion upon others, as a 
contagious 
disease 
is carried about 
amongst all the people of a commun- 
ityIn order to successfully accomplish 
that end our religion must mean so 
much to each of us that we will real- 
ize what its value in others would be, 
and would .make it more worth while. 
"Preach the 
Gospel any place and 
every place by your life and _by the 
evident testimony of its value in your 


"Religion to be really contagious," 
he continued, "must possess certain 
essential characteristics. It must first 
be a cheerful religion. People are re- 
pelled. not attracted, by the sad type 
of religion that can bring no cheer 
into their lives. Jesus Himself was 
an expert in cheerfulness, and His 
disciples were all of Joyous natures; 
'rejofce' was their byword. 
Live a 
life of cheer: Wave a bright word for 
all; banish gloom with real joy. Those 
are evidences of the type of religion 
that 
becomes 
contagious. 
To 
be 
cheerful does not necessarily imply a 
lack of seriousness, a shallow view of 
things, or a meaningless and object- 
less optimism." , 
.,.,,* 
Dr Pierson 
further declared that 
another essential of a contagious re- 
ligion was consistency. The very in- 
consistency in the lives of too many 
church people does much to drive 
away others. To spead a doctrine of 
good those who carry 
the 
message 
must live up to what. they advertise; 
thev must practice what, they preach. 
To 'live a life of Joy and power and 
real religious security is the best evi- 
dence' of the success of a religion, 
and will do most towards impreaing 
others with its value. 
' 
. 
"Further, a religion must be of the 
confessing type. '-You must. talk about 
ft; don't : Lep it a secret, for . it won't 
last without expression. . The influence 
of the silent and secret is negative. 
For just this reason Jesus demanded 
confessions and witnesses. If we want 
to spread our doctrines we must talk 
about them; 
must 
preach our love 
and the power it gives us. 


"And 
lastly, a religion must be con- 
secrated; unless it is vital it is not 
attractive to others. We must recog- 
nize Its necessity in our lives. 
We 
must give first place to the Master, 
not to ourselves. 
A life that is self- 
sufficient is valueless; and. we must 
make some sacrifice to give promi- 
nence to the church. 
"These things then are necessary if 
we would give to religion the real 
contagious nature that makes its in- 
fluence so widely felt. 
We must be 
bold and aggressive as were the early 
disciples; we must be cheerful, we 
must live the doctrines as we preach 
them; we must not be afraid to con- 
fess and give testimony of its values; 
and we must make it. a .-consecrated- 
religion, "none of self and all of Thee.'

Madison, Wis., Dec. 11.—The appli- 
cation of John F. Dietz, "hero of Cam- 
eron Dam," for a full pardon from the 
state penitentiary at Waupun, has 
been denied by Gov. Philipp. 
The governor says, however, that he 
is informed by th6 prison physician 
that Dietz is suffering from heart trou- 
ble and is becoming dropsical. 
"If the board of control will recom- 
mend that he be taken to his home, or 
elsewhere for treatment, I shall not 
object to his removal from the prison, 
provided that he remain in the cus- 
tody of the prison warden," says tne 
governor in the offlcial statement sent 
to Mr. Dietz's attorneys, 
Nabor & 
Wheeler of MayviUe. While the gover- 
nor made his decision in the Dietz 
case Saturday night before leaving 
for Milwaukee, he withheld the public 
announcement until the offlcial copy of 
his findings could be placed in The 
handK of the prisoner's attorneys. 


Gov. 
Philipp's statement is a four 
page document that goes fully into the 
case. At the outset he points out that 
the supreme court has affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. 
"In considering this application tha 
executive must therefore assume that 
the defendant was guilty of commit- 
ting- the crime with which he was 
charged," says the statement. lie 
then points out that originally Dietz 
was sentenced for Hfe and that Gov. 
McGovern had

Should Halt Exports. 
"Unless the government sees fit to 
stop exports, I can see no hope for 
reduced cost of 
food until after v.'e 
have harvested another crop. 
"Tie present high price of potatoes 
is due entirely to the crop's shortage 
of this year. The potato crop was 
largely a. failure in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and Michigan. These three states 
supply the markets of the west. Wis- 
consin, alone, produces about 35,003.-. 
000 bushels annually, under normal 
crop conditions. This year we have 
produced less than one-half this quan- 
tit}1, and I understand the same condi- 
tion exists in the other states that L 
have mentioned. Potatoes are being 
shipped into Wisconsin from the Pa- 
cific coast, paying 32c per bushel 
freight. It is evident, therefore, that 
Wisconsin did not produce enough 
good potatoes this year to supply her 
own markets. 
. 
"I appreciate that whenMhe stock of 
food is low that it is not so difficult 
to corner the supply, and it may be 
well for congress to look'into the mar- 
ket conditions and prevent, so far as 
it can, by legislation, the further 
boosting of prices by capitalists, who 
have sufficient means to own the sur- 
plus und 
hold it for unreasonable 
gaint for themselves."

CHURCH UNIFICATION 


INFLUENCES MISSION 
Orfordville News 


St. Louis, Dec. 11.—Important events 


of church unification in America have 
advanced during the last four years 
and will have a far-reaching effect 
upon the mission field, according, to 
the Commission on Foreign Missions 
which reported at today's session of 
the quadrennial meeting of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. The report is an exhaustive 
review of mission work abroad, laying 
stress upon the great advance that, 
has been made in co-operation. Dis- 
cussing church union, the commission 


"The proposed union of the Meiho- 
dist, Presbyterian and Congregational 
churciies In Canada will not 
only 
deeply influence the home mission pol- 
icy and situation in Canada, but will' 
deeply affect foreign missions in many 
fields. 
The movement toward the 


unification of Methodism 
will 
com- 
>letely change tha missionary 'situa- 
tion in Latin America and Asia ana 
Africa, and is rightly stirring pro- 
foundly the thought of the missionary 
leaders." 
_ 
In conclusion the report reads: 
"The events of the last two years 
have made humanity deeply conscious 
of its unity. To the uttermost corner 
of the world the influence of the Euro- 
pean war has extended. 
Mankind 
recognizes that it is one body in which 
each member must suffer or profit with, 
every other member. 
The common, 
experiences of all men have been so 
deep and piercing as to eclipse their 
Isolated and partisan experiences. Tile 
unity of human history and of human 
life has asserted itself against all that 
separates it. These unifying forces 
have collided with the prejudiced ten- 
dencies of division. They have not 
collided with the enterprise of foreian 
missions. It has always been a move- 
ment of co-operation and unity. 
It 
has proclaimed the duty of interna- 
tional sympathy and good will. Even 
In the midst of the divisions and mis- 
understandings of war it has preserved 
the catholic mind and Christian, spirit, 
and has held up before all schisms 
the loyalty of its unity. 
- 
"In China, where the 
continental 
missions suffered great distress be- 
cause of the cutting off of their sup- 
plies, the missionary agencies of other 
lands took up the burden. In India 
the American Lutherans came to the 
aid of German missions, while the 
entire mission body in India assessed 
itself for funds for the relief of Ger- 
man missionaries who might be in 
need. To relieve the strain of mis- 
understanding between Japan and the 
United States, and to maintain the 
traditional relationship of common 
understanding and friendship, a sub- 
stantial contribution was made in re- 
sponse to the call of the missionaries 
by tLe sending of Dr. Mathews, the 
president of the federal council, and 
Dr Gulick as a commission of good- 
will from the churches of America. 
"The Christian 'churches working 
togelaer in the missionary-enterprise 
confront today both the privilege and 
the duty of unique service to humau- 
ity which needs above all else that 
principle of service and of unity and of 
love, of which the enterprise of for- 
eign missions is the purest expres- 
sion." 
TRY TO STOP NEGRO 


FLOCKING TO NORTH 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 11.—In an effort 
to check the widespread migration of 
southern negroes to northern lajor 
fields, negro, leaders and white econo- 
omists have joined forties and at mass 
meeting's which are being held gen- 
erally are pointing out that no per- 
manent gain awaits the average negro 
in the north. It is estimated that 100,- 
000 negroes already have 
left 
t.ie 
Southern states since the, northward 
movement began last summer. 
Alluring offers of high wages and 
easy work made by labor agents in 
all parts of the south appear to have 
met with a general • response from 
negroes in all sections. Varied reas- 
ons have been advanced for the ap- 
parent willingness of so many negroes 
to leave their homes. 
i serious shortage of labor in the 
cotton fields next spring and summer 
is feared if the exodus continues. 
When the movement began several 
months ago it was not-viewed seri- 
ously, out when labor agents were suc- 
cessful in inducing thousands of ne- 
eroes to go north to work employers 
If lator IS the south became alarmed 
Efforts were made to hamper . the 
ajrenU bv law. In some cities ordi- 
nln?es providing a prohibitive license 
fee for such agents were passed. 
Old 
laws were scanned to ascertain ir 
some means could he found to stay the 
migration. These efforts resulted m 
sllllit checks but in the main 
the 
movement has continued on a large 


S°Thc negroes were brought in from 
the country and smaH towns to con- 
centration points and in many 
in- 
stances shipped north in tramload lots. 
After several hundred had been col- 
lected at Montgomery, Ala. something 
went amiss with the agents' plans and 
the negroes were left without money 
and away from home. It was then 
that the situation was first taken ae- 
rimm'iv in Alabama. .

Federal Trade Board Makes Adjust- 


ments In 246 Cnscs During Year 


According to Annual 


Report. 


Washington, .Din;. 11.—ThR country's 
business mt.-n have glvoa hearty co- 
operation to the Kndorul Trade Com- 
mission in 
Its efforts to 
maintain 
proper standards of commercial mor- 
ality in AniKrlcan business, nccorcting 
to the annmil re-port of the commis- 
sion made public today. 
Development 
of the 
commission a 
.policy ha* Imtl for its -first purpose, 
tho report lU-uliirns, promotion of the 
*pv*t bii8lnns:i efficiency. Its aim 1ms 
fcfion "to understand and make aUovr- 
ince for tin: difficulty of thn problem, 


lo see botli *kles of every case, to 
protect men 
in the 
furtherance or 
legitimate aelf-interent by sill reason- 
able and normal raothods, and at th« 
s;-ime time keep the channels of com- 
petition free and open lo all, so thai 
a man with small capital ma/ engage 
in business in competition with power- 
ful rivals, assured that he may operate 
his business 
t'ren from harassment 
and intimidation and may be given a 
fair opportunity to work out bis busi- 
iness problems 
with such 
industry, 
efficiency and intelligence as he may 
possess." 


Prevent Unfair Competition. 


Tho report lays stress on the work 
of the commission in preventing un- 
fair competition. Since its creation 
and up to tho end of the 
fiscal year 
the commission has considered 1446 ap- 
plications for 
the 
issuance of com- 
plaints against corporations and firms 
accused of unfair practices. Of those, 
107 havo been disposed of in various 
ways. 
Some concerns were ordered 
to discontinue the tactics complained 


of others voluntarily agreed to cease 
unbusinesslike methods, and in some 
cases no law violations were foumi. 
Thf; charges covered many kinds Oi 
law violations. 


- The trade commission's work has in- 
cluded also economic and special .in- 
vestigations. What the commission 
considers its most important economic 
innuiry was into the subject 
of co- 
operation in export trade. This report 
was issued during the summer and 
recommended to congress that Ameri- 
can manufacturers 
be permitted to 
form export combinations

forcement of the Sherman act includ-

SENT BY WIRELESS

Madison, Wis., 
Dec. 11.—Wireless 
weather 
forecasts 
for all parts of 
Wisconsin are now sent out .daily by 
the University of Wisconsin student 
wireless squad from the new sending 
station which was recently added' to 
the university radio 'equipment. 
These reports are furnished by Eric 
MilJer, who has charge of the TJnitedj 
States weather 
bureau, 
situated a 
short distance from 
the 
university 
wireless station. 
Daily at about 11 
o'clock these reports are sent out by 
a member of the wireless squad, and 
the strength of the sending appara- 
tus is such that the messages can be 
picked up in the most remote parts 
of the state. 
. 
An amateur anywhere in the state 


would be able to get these forecasts 
very easily, according to Vror. h, .u. 
Terry, who has charge of the wireless 
work at the university. 
The simple 
equipment necessary to receive these 
messages from the university station 
would not 'cost more than *10, he es- 
timated, and very much less if the 
amateur constructed part of it him- 


SeMembers of the radio squad are ready 
to give information about setting up 
a. receiving station to anyone who is 
interested in receiving messages from 
the Wisconsin "A" station. Diagrams 
of the equipment will be furnished to 
those who have trouble in getting 


reports for the state which the. bureau 
afjladlson furnishes, .the Diversity 
wireless station 
receives 
daily the 
general weather reports from Wash- 
ington for the -region of the great 
lakes, and also the standard time. 
Farmers throughout the state and 
persons in small towns would find it 
valuable to have amateur receiving
